“We have come to Christmas in 
moments darkened by melancholy, me- 
nacing clouds and human bloodshed, 
The way has become so bitter, diffi- 
eult, and even menacing that one 
might say in mountaineering language 
it is full of dangerous steps. | 

“We have traveled this road with 
truly heavy and painful thoughts un- 
til finally we are preoccupied with 
the peace that is endangered and the 
menace of war. May (God dissipate 
these visions!” 

The pope, in what was taken to be 
a reference to Russia, Mexico and Ger- 
many, said he regretted to hear ‘voices 
from immense regions of great peoples 
continuing to cry, ‘without God. ”’

‘Go, Sin No More’ 
| To Be Yule Sentence 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 24.— 
(?)—The “sentence’’ meted out to 
prisoners who come up in city court 
here tomorrow will be “go and sin 
no more.” 

And to each the 62-year-old judge 
who sits hunched over the bench 
will give a copy of the New Testa- 
ment and the advice to have a happy 
holiday with his family. 

Robert P. Williams—‘Bob” to all 
Knoxville—started his ‘Christmas 
court” exactly a score of years ago 
tomorrow. Eleven men appeared be- 
fore him that morning in 1915. 
They were charged with disorderli- 
ness, drunkenness or fighting. 

“You can’t go anywhere at Christ- 
mas,’ Judge Williams said tonight, 
“without having a drink pushed un- 
der your nose. That’s all that was 
wrong with those fellows then—too 
much ‘good cheer’.” 

So for four years he ran his court 
every Christmas and all except 
hardened criminals received New 
Testaments and the admonition “go 
and sin no more.” He was then out 
of office for four years, but in 192: 
returned to the bench and resumed 
his Christmas custom. 

Tonight he had “50 Testaments or 
more,” with his card pasted to the 
fly-leaf, ready to hand out in the 
morning. The highest number he 
ever gave in one session was 48. 
That was “three or four years ago,” 
he said. 

Judge Williams is proud of the 
results of his practice. He said he 
kept check on the first 11 men he 
freed from 1915 to 1919 and “only 
one of them in all that time ever 
came back to court again.” 

One day in 1923,” he recalled, “a

ENGLISH UNDERWORLD 
SCORNS USE OF GUNS 

LONDON, Dec. 24.—(7)}—An ap- 
parent revolt against use of firearms 
by even Great Britain’s underworld 
was disclosed by Scotland Yard _ to- 
night while London's front pages 
flared with news of the Lindbergh 
flight from “American crime” to 
“law-abiding England.”

Fleming said that the A. B. A.

lending functions taken over by the 
government as emergency measures 
will be extended into counties and 
towns after four regional conferences 
of banking leaders. 

Eventually, he added, the program 
contemplates conferences among bank- 
ers of a single city, with the emphasis 
placed upon better ways of serving 
the public and educating it to bank- 
ing problems.

FORCE DIPLOMACY WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The dove of peace 
may look frazzled this Christmas, but diag- 


nosticians know there is life in the old bird yet, perhaps far more than 
the news dispatches would suggest. 

The basic situation seems to be that a lot of people are ruffling her 
feathers, but no one wants to push her off her world perch, 

A philosophical official summed it up off the record a few days back 
in this manner: 

“World statesmen are engaged in a crazy game of ‘force diplomacy.’ 
For purposes of bluff and diplomatic barter, all are acting warlike. Not 
one of them really expects a war. It is not to their practical advantage 
to have one. 

“The only way war can come out of this situation is through forces 
beyond the control of statesmen; that is, if their dangerous diplomacy 
gets out of their contra]. This is possible, but not probdble, during the 
next few months, either in Europe or the far east.” 


WHITE HOUSE CHRISTMASES A lot of the Dickensesque 


Christmas spirit in official life 
here in the past has not been exactly homemade. The officials (particu- 
larly those in the White House) have been elderly, their children gen- 
erally grown-up, their families scattered. Privately, most of them have 
Shown a preference for relaxation and rest on the Yuletide, rather than 
hastening about making a fuss over Christmas. ° 

Their public contact men have generally considered these natural de- 
sires to be ignoble. They have insisted on giving out impressions to 
foster a belief that every official is a close relative of Mr. S. Claus, if 
not the man himself. 

The Roosevelts are unusual in that respect. They really go in for 
Christmas in an extensive way. Their custom of expansive celebrations 
was apparently established at Hyde Park back farther than they can re- 
member. The family was always large. Like many others, it usually 
bought more presents than it could afford. 

Note—The three ‘Roosevelt grandchildren generally keep things lively 
wherever they are; two are especially active. The only member of the 
family expected to be missing is son Elliott, who is “out west.”

and relaxation, but they have not worked out that way in 
Europe lately. The traditional British week-end holiday habit cost Sir 
Samuel Hoare the foreign secretaryship and nearly cost Prime Minister 
Baldwin his entire government. Hoare sent a dispatch to Baldwin over 
the week-end, concerning his peace plan with Laval. It reached London 
on Sunday. Baldwin, being away for the week-end in the country, did 
not receive it until Monday. Then it was too late to prevent British 


acquiesence to the plan.

If Ten People Inherit a Property, What 
Right Has One To Destroy It?

When a friend of birds indicts cats, the friend of cats answers: “Men 
also kill birds, often without reason, while cats kill only to get food.” 
_ That seems a reasonable answer, but it doesn’t bear examination. 

Every animal in its wild and natural state has the right to prey on 
creatures it needs as food. But when any animal is imported from abroad, 
maintained and protected artificially, and then liberated to prey on other 
creatures, it has an unfair advantage that upsets the balance of nature. 

To excuse cats on the ground that men also kill birds would Be 
— if two wrongs could make a right, but it doesn’t work out that 
way. 

A bird-killing man is as wrong as a bird-killing cat. 

The right and wrong of taking life can be arrived at only by means 
of reason, for there is no ethical law to decide it. 

The law of self-preservation gives to man the right to kill creatures 
that are a menace to him. He may, without wrong, kill birds that would 
devour a crop that provides his living. And the same law gives him the 
right to kill birds that he needs as food. 

Primitive man killed birds because he needed the meat. The modern 
man’s enjoyment of killing is atavistic. He makes a game of a cruel 
business that is no longer justified by necessity. 

Ke i he doesn’t need the meat, by what logic can he justify destroying 

e? 

Mourning doves shot for sport may be eaten; but for every one that 
reaches the table, ten are wounded or killed and not found. And the 
money spent for shells would buy more meat. 

The dove will soon go the way of the passenger pigeon, according 
to government authorities, unless something is done to protect it. 

We shall be poorer when it is gone, for it is a lovely, blameless thing, 
and it renders great service. Examination has shown that it devours as 
many*as 130,000 weed seed at one feeding. 

It is strange economy to fight weeds all summer and then hunt down

Tribal Tattoo Results 
In Boy’s Deportation 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Dec. 24.— 
(P)—Tribal markings notched into 
the flesh of a young bush boy many 
years ago have finally caused his 
deportation to Africa. 

When still a youth Bovor Banga 
Peelee left the bush and began 
wandering over the face of the 
earth, a sort of black Anthony Ad- 
verse, 

Now, an octogenarian, the bush- 
man—who later adopted the Eng- 
lish name of David Johnson—is on 
his way back to Sierra Leone. 

A litte over a year ago he turned 
up at a federal transient camp in 
this state. An immigration officer 
noticed tattoo marks on his face and 
on his hody. 

This gave authoriftes a clue to his 
nativity. After wading through 
rare reference works, they compared 
what they learned of tribal mark- 
ings with those on Johnson's body. 

And on this basis British authori- 
ties issued a passport for Johnson’s 
or Peelee’s return to Sierra Leone. 

The deportation order was based 
on a section of the law dealing with 
seamen who violate their status by 
remaining in the United States.

ANNUAL MEETING 
WILL UNDERTAKE 
10 BETTER GAME 


January 10-11 Is Date 
Set To Confer on Foot- 
ball Situation. 


CHICAGO, Dee. 24.—(?)—New 
rules, designed for the most part to 
minimize, the physical hazards of prep 
football, will be considered at the an- 
nual meeting of the rules committee 
of the National Federation of State 
High School Athletic Associations in 
Chicago, January 10 and 11. 

Three years ago, when the first set 
of rules were made to differentiate the 
prep and college game, the movement 
met with considerable opposition and 
derision. But today, 14 states are rep- 
resented On the rulks committee and 
prospects are for an even more defi- 
nite line of demarcation between the 
college and high school games. 


OKESON TO HELP. 


_ Walter Okeson, chairman of the Na- 

tional Collegiate committee, has prom- 
ised to attend the high school meetings 
and assist in the discussion. Mr. Oke- 
son is one of the leaders in the move 
to make a different set of rules for the 
preps. 

Major John IL. Griffith, of Chicago, 
president of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association, in discussing the 
methods of reducing fatalities in the 
college game said: 

“Colleges and universities have re- 
duced the number of fatalities by re- 
quiring medical examinations for ath- 
letes, insisting on several weeks prac- 
tice and training before the season 
opens, and with competent trainers, 
excellent equipment and fine ground 
conditions. They have found that most 
injuries are not caused by different 
rules but by gross ignorance and neg- 


EASY ON PASSES. 

At present, the main differences be- 
tween the college and prep football 
rules are that the preps allow a pass 
from any point behind the line of 
scrimmage and bring the ball out 15 
yards from the sidelines, instead of 
the 10 allowed by the colleges.

— intrinsically wrong with this 
lead, despite South’s opening bid in 
the suit. He had not rebid, and North 
had never supported the suit. It was 
ossible that he had a four-card bro- 
en suit, and that East also — held 
four to the king or queen. In_ that 
case, the suit must be attacked at 
onee, before the East-West side suit 
stoppers were driven out. 


So the jack of spades was opened, 
and the contract, which was a. lay- 
down with any other suit opening, 
was defeated one trick. When East 
gained the lead with the diamond 
queen, he continued the spade attack, 
and when later the diamond king gave 
him entry, he cashed two spade tricks.
